To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  your  district  during  the  year  1908. 

I  have  again  to  congratulate  you  on  a  low  rate  of 
infantile  mortality,  which,  although  higher  than  last  year, 
bears  a  favourable  comparison  with  other  rural  districts  and 
small  towns. 

The  birth-rate  is  unfortunately  considerably  below  the 
average  for  England  and  W  ales. 

But  the  most  regrettable  feature  of  comparison  between 
your  district  and  the  tables  just  published  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  England  and  Wales  is  the  high  death-rate  from 
diphtheria. 
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This  is  a  very  serious  blot  on  a  district  containing  so 
many  health  resorts.  This  high  death-rate  is  obviously 
due  to  the  want  of  an  Isolation  Hospital,  and  you  have 
done  your  utmost  to  establish  one  on  an  efficient  scale  by 
combining  with  two  other  districts,  but  unfortunately 
landed  interests  provided  a  formidable  opposition,  and  your 
request  for  sanction  to  erect  a  hospital  on  a  site  in  the 
traffic  centre  of  the  Island  was  refused. 

I  beg  to  thank  you  for  the  continued  interest  you  have 
taken  and  the  loyal  support  you  have  given  me  in  all 
matters  of  sanitary  reform,  and  to  express  my  very  grateful 
thanks  to  your  Clerk  for  the  courteous  way  in  which  he 
has  always  placed  at  my  disposal  any  information  which  I 
desired,  and  has  assisted  me  in  various  ways  which  have 
tended  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

I  must  also  take  this  opportunity  to  convey  my  thanks 
to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  courteous  and  efficient 
way  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties,  and  to  the 
Sub- Registrars  for  their  regularity  in  forwarding  to  me  the 
necessary  information. 

I  have  also  received  much  valuable  assistance  and 
information  from  many  not  connected  with  your  Council. 

I  should  like  to  convey  my  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Fleet  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Naval  College  for  kindly 
informing  me  of  illness  present  there,  to  the  principal 
Medical  Officers  of  the  various  military  stations  within 
your  district  for  notices  of  ill-health  among  the  troops,  and 
to  the  County  Education  Committee  for  notices  sent  by 
head  teachers  concerning  ill-health  in  scholars.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  of  the  Isle  of  W  ight  Rural  District  at 
the  census  of  1891  was  27,218. 

At  the  census  of  1901  the  population  was  28,559,  namely, 
14,359  males  and  14,200  females. 

By  means  of  logarithms  I  estimate  the  population  on 
July  1,  1908,  as  29,572. 

At  the  census  of  1901  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District 
was  stated  to  contain  86,750  acres  of  dry  land  and  90  acres 
of  inland  water. 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  which  have  taken  place  during  the 
year  is  567,  or  19-17  per  1000,  being  below  the  average  for 
the  last  10  years. 

As  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  435,  the  natural 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  has  been  132.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  has  been  435,  or 
14-7  per  1000. 

239  of  these  were  males  and  196  females. 


Of  the  435  deaths  which  actually  took  place  within  the 
district,  103  died  in  public  institutions  within  the  district. 
Of  these  103,  76  were  strangers  to  the  district.  These  76

Comparing  this  death-rate  per  1000  with  the  rate  for  the 
last  10  years,  it  shows  a  decrease  of  0-3  per  1000. 
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In  addition  to  the  deaths  in  recognized  public  institutions 
given  below,  there  were  also  9  deaths  in  Parkhurst  Prison. 

If  we  deduct  the  deaths  of  strangers  from  the  total 
deaths  we  get  a  death-rate  of  12  4  per  1000  after  adding 
the  deaths  of  those  residents  who  died  in  public  institutions 
beyond  the  district. 

8  males  and  6-6  females  died  for  every  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.

In  addition  to  those  dying  in  public  institutions,  27  other 
strangers  died  within  the  district,  19  of  these  meeting  their 
deaths  owing  to  the  wreck  of  H.M.S.  Gladiator  near 
Yarmouth.

164  deaths  occurred  over  70  years  of  age.  Of  these 
99  were  over  70  and  under  80  ;  52  were  over  80  and 

under  90  ;  and  13  were  over  90. 


Of  the  76  non-residents  who  have  died  in  public  institu¬ 
tions  within  the  district,  52  died  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  Union 
Workhouse,  16  in  the  County  Asylum,  7  in  the  National 
Consumption  Hospital  at  St.  Lawrence,  and  1  died  in  the 
Sandown  and  Shanklin  Isolation  Hospital  at  Scotchells. 

37  deaths  took  place  from  phthisis  within  the  district, 
only  28  of  these,  however,  being  residents,  the  remaining 
9  being  strangers  to  the  district,  and  7  of  these  dying  in  the 
National  Consumption  Hospital  at  St.  Lawrence. 
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The  death-rate  from  phthisis  was  1-2  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population,  or  8  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
including  all  the  strangers  who  died  within  the  district. 

If  we  deduct  the  non-residents,  the  death-rate  was  0  9 
per  1000,  or  7  6  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  of  residents. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  33,  only 
28  of  these,  however,  being  residents  of  the  district. 

This  represented  a  death-rate  of  1-1  per  1000  of  the 
population,  or  7-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Deducting  those  deaths  of  strangers,  the  death-rate  was 
0-9  per  1000,  or  7-6  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  of  residents. 

59  deaths  occurred  from  heart  disease,  51  of  these  being 
residents  in  the  district. 

This  represents  a  death-rate  of  1*9  per  1000,  or  13-5  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Deducting  deaths  among  strangers,  the  death-rate  was 
L7  per  1000,  or  11 T  per  cent  of  the  deaths  of  residents. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  was  36,  one 
of  these  being  a  death  in  the  Workhouse  of  a  non-resident 
of  the  district. 

This  represents  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  63-4  per 
1000  registered  births,  which  is  considerably  lower  than  the 
average  for  the  last  10  years. 

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  England  and  Wales 
was  121.

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

9  deaths  took  place  due  to  notifiable  diseases,  of  which  1, 
a  case  of  erysipelas,  was  a  non-resident  who  died  in  the 
Workhouse. 

6  deaths  occurred  from  diphtheria  and  2  from  enteric 
fever. 

The  epidemic  death-rate — which  includes  smallpox, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping-cough,  fever, 
and  diarrhoea — was  0-52  per  1000  living,  which  is  below  the 
average  for  the  last  10  years.

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INFECTION. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  me  under 
the  Act  has  been  1 28. 

You  passed  a  resolution  to  make  phthisis  a  notifiable 
disease,  but  not  to  be  enforced  without  consent  of  the 
patient  ;  that  is,  a  medical  practitioner  who  is  attending  a 
case  of  phthisis  asks  the  permission  of  the  patient  to  notify 
the  occurrence  of  such  disease  to  me. 

When  I  receive  such  notification,  the  inspector  calls  at 
the  house  and  gives  advice  as  to  the  precautions  necessary 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

I  am  sorry  to  find  that  so  far  the  number  of  voluntary 
notifications  has  only  been  four.  This  is  very  disappointing, 
as  phthisis  is  the  most  communicable  and  dangerous  disease 
in  our  midst.  The  very  fact  that  the  patient  is  not,  as  in 
other  infectious  diseases,  confined  to  one  room,  and  even  to 
the  house,  makes  the  risk  of  his  or  her  spreading  it  in  work¬ 
shops,  railway  carriages,  churches,  and  other  public  places, 
very  great  indeed. 

With  a  little  simple  instruction  as  to  the  precautions 
to  be  taken  as  regards  the  sputum,  a  very  large  amount  of  the 
spread  of  this  disease  might  be  mitigated,  and  I  am  particu¬ 
larly  anxious  that  all  cases,  in  whatever  grade  of  life  they 
occur,  should  be  brought  to  my  notice. 

The  knowledge  is  treated  with  the  strictest  confidence, 
so  that  no  harm  can  possibly  accrue  to  anyone  in  the  matter 
of  their  business  relations,  while  at  the  same  time  they  will 
gain  that  knowledge  which  will  not  only  enable  them  to 
benefit  their  own  health  and  possibly  get  a  chance  of 
recovery,  but  they  will  also  be  enlightened  as  to  how  to 
prevent  infecting  others  with  a  fatal  disease. 
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In  the  case  of  all  deaths  from  phthisis,  whenever  I 
receive  the  returns  from  the  sub-registrar,  an  offer  is  made 
to  have  the  room,  or  rooms,  disinfected. 

The  great  danger  of  the  spread  of  phthisis  lies  in  the 
sputum,  which  is,  unfortunately,  deposited  in  all  public 
places,  and,  although  harmless  while  wet,  becomes  a  source 
of  great  danger  when  dry,  and  can  be  blown  in  any  direction, 
and  settle  in  places  where  the  germ  can  multiply  freely. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Local  Government  Board 
“have  issued  an  Order  in  pursuance  of  Section  130  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  provide  for  the  notification  to 
the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Sanitary  Authorities  of 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  the 
inmates  of  Poor  Law  Institutions,  or  amongst  persons 
under  the  care  of  District  Medical  Officers,  and  for  the  taking 
of  certain  measures  in  such  cases.” 

Under  this  Order,  all  Medical  Officers  of  such  institutions, 
and  all  such  district  Medical  Officers,  are  bound,  under 
penalty,  to  notify  all  such  cases  within  48  hours  after  first 
recognition  of  the  symptoms. 

Lhider  the  same  Order  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Relieving 
officer  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  any  change 
of  address  of  any  poor  person  so  notified. 

This  is  an  Order  on  which  the  whole  country  is  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated. 

By  means  of  it,  we  shall  be  informed  of  all  cases  which  are 
likely  to  be  a  source  of  infection  to  others,  and  we  shall  be 
enabled  to  take  such  precautions,  and  to  give  such  advice, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  check  the  spread  of  a  disease  which 
has  been  spread  mainly  by  ignorance  of  the  dangers  and  of 
the  means  of  checking  it.

A  very  frequent  source  of  infection  to  which  little  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  in  the  past  is  the  common  fly. 

This  small  ]  est  is  the  cause  of  spreading  a  veiy  foimidable 
number  of  dangerous  diseases,  among  which  in  this  ceuntiv 
may  be  mentioned:  Diarrhoea  of  infants,  typhoid  lever, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  small  pox,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  tuberculosis. 

One  11  v  has  been  stated  by  a  bacterologist  to  be  able  to 
carry  100,000  bacteria. 

They  breed  in  refuse  tips,  stable  yards,  farm  yards,  sewage 
contaminated  pools,  etc.,  and  multiply  with  such  rapidity 
that  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  estimate  the  increase, 
but  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  one  fly  can,  in  a  short 
summer,  produce  some  million  eggs. 

From  the  refuse  tipis  and  other  breeding  grounds,  they 
proceed  to  larders,  dairies,  and  other  sources  of  food  not 
protected. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent  the  accumulation 
of  refuse  heaps  of  any  kind.  Dust-bins  should  be  made  of 
galvanised  iron  and  securely  covered.  Where  there  must 
be  large  accumulation,  disinfectants  should  be  freely  used. 

As  regards  houses,  especially  in  the  case  of  infectious 
disease,  lly-papers  should  be  freely  used. 

The  presence  of  Hies  means  the  presence  of  decaying 
matter. 

Another  cause  of  infection  is  by  means  of  rats. 

It  has  been  proved  that  in  other  countries  they  are  the 
cause  of  conveying  plague.  We  do  not  as  yet  know  to  what 
extent  we  can  hold  them  responsible  for  the  conveyance  of 
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other  infectious  diseases,  but  they  are  a  pestilence,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  exterminate  them.  The  habit  of 
keeping  refuse  tips  in  close  proximity  to  towns  is  largely 
to  blame  for  their  presence. 

All  animals,  whether  they  are  themselves  capable  of 
contracting  the  disease  or  not,  are,  undoubtedly,  liable  to 
convey  disease  from  one  to  another.  The  dog  and  cat 
are  perhaps  more  to  blame  than  others,  owing  to  the  fact 
that,  being  domestic  pets,  they  are  fondled  by  children,  and 
are  seldom  excluded  from  a  sick-room,  though  a  sheet, 
soaked  in  a  powerful  disinfectant,  may  be  hung  on  the  door« 
and  all  persons  are  rigidly  excluded.

MINOR  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

Measles  has  been  prevalent  almost  all  over  the  district, 
being  in  Ashey,  Bembridge,  Brighstone,  Brook,  Calbourne, 
Carisbrooke,  Chale,  Freshwater,  Gatcombe,  Godshill,  New- 
church,  Northwood,  Shalfleet,  Shorwell,  South  Arreton, 
Thorley,  Totlaud,  Whippingham,  and  Whitwell. 

Chicken-pox  has  been  present  in  Brighstone,  Brook, 
Calbourne,  Carisbrooke,  Chale,  Freshwater,  Shalfleet,  Tot- 
land,  Whippingham,  Whitwell,  Wroxall,  and  Yarmouth. 

Mumps  has  occurred  in  Ashey,  Bembridge,  Carisbrooke, 
Northwood,  Whippingham,  and  Yarmouth. 

Cases  of  whooping  cough  have  occurred  in  Bonclmrch, 
Calbourne,  Carisbrooke,  Godshill,  Niton,  Northwood,  Thor¬ 
ley,  Whippingham,  and  Whitwell. 
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A  certain  number  of  cases  of  impetigo  contagiosa  have 
occurred  during  the  year,  but,  the  policy  of  exclusion  frrm 
school,  which  I  adopted  in  1907,  proved  most  effectual  in 
stamping  out  the  condition,  which  was  then  very  prevalent 
all  over  the  district. 


ISOLATION. 

You  are  still  without  an  Isolation  Hospital,  and  this  is 
to  be  deeply  regretted,  as  you  have  endeavoured,  by  the 
utmost  means  in  your  power,  to  secure  one,  and  that  on  an 
efficient  basis. 

Five  out  of  the  29  parishes  have  for  some  time  been 
provided  for  by  the  Ventnor  Isolation  Hospital.  These 
are  :  St.  Lawrence,  Wroxall,  Niton,  Bonchurch,  and 
Whit  well. 

The  remaining  24  parishes,  with  an  estimated  population 
of  over  27,000,  have  no  provision  whatever  for  isolation. 

At  the  end  of  1907  you  purchased  a  site  for  a  hospital. 
The  Borough  of  Newport  and  the  Urban  District  of  St. 
Helens  decided  to  join  you  in  this  undertaking.  This  was 
very  satisfactory,  as  one  large  hospital  can  be  maintained 
at  a  considerably  smaller  price  than  several  small  ones. 

A  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  in  November 
with  respect  to  the  application  for  the  formation  of  a  Joint 
Board  with  the  two  Councils  named,  and  also  with  respect 
to  the  loan  to  build  a  hospital  on  the  site  purchased  at 
Staplers. 

You  met  with  considerable  opposition,  which  was  entirely 
from  individuals  who  anticipated  that  they  would  be 
financial  losers  from  the  erection  of  a  hospital  on  that  site. 

Immediately  after  the  inquiry  was  over,  you  were  offered 
another  site  in  exchange  for  this  one. 
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The  result  of  the  inquiry  is  that  a  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Board  has  been  formed  consisting  of  the  three  Councils, 
and  you  now  await  a  fresh  inquiry  as  to  the  loan  to  enable 
you  to  erect  a  hospital  on  the  new  site  offered  in  exchange. 

In  your  district  you  are  in  need  of  an  Isolation  Hospital, 
perhaps  more  than  most  districts. 

The  district  contains  several  health  resorts,  and  there 
are  several  urban  health  resorts  contiguous  to  it. 

Owing  to  the  mild  climate,  convalescents  from  various 
diseases  are  sent  to  the  Island  to  recruit. 

We  get  cases  of  infectious  disease  scattered  all  over  the 
Island,  chiefly  in  cottages  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  carry 
out  isolation. 

The  patient  is  usually  nursed  by  the  mother,  who,  at  the 
same  time  attends  to  the  other  duties  of  the  house,  washing 
the  children,  cooking  the  food,  etc. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  the  inmates  of  cottages,  in  the 
majority  of  instances,  realise  the  dangers  of  infection,  or 
rather  to  realize  the  necessity  for  isolation,  and  the  person 
who  nurses  generally  rubs  shoulders  with  others  in  the 
roads  without  the  disinfection  which  a  hospital  nurse  under¬ 
goes,  so  that  the  public  run  a  great  risk  which  does  not  apply 
when  cases  are  isolated  in  a  hospital. 


As  regards  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  the  disinfection  of  the 
stools  is  seldom  carried  out  efficiently  in  private,  while  in 
a  hospital  the  most  thorough  disinfection  takes  place. 

The  lack  of  a  hospital  affects  your  district  in  another 
very  serious  way.  You  have  within  your  district  about  260 
registered  dairy  farms,  besides  numerous  small  ones. 
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When  infectious  disease  breaks  out  in  any  of  the  cottages 
contiguous  to  a  dairy,  there  is  considerable  risk  in  allowing 
them  to  remain  there,  and  the  dairyman  runs  the  risk  of 
being  forbidden  to  sell  milk,  which  is  a  very  serious  matter 
to  anyone  who  depends  on  this  entirely. 

It  is,  therefore,  one  of  your  duties  to  protect  these  dairy¬ 
men  from  infection. 

The  site  offered  in  exchange  is  an  excellent  one,  being  close 
to  Newport,  which  is  the  traffic  centre  of  the  Island.  As 
it  is  a  very  gentle  slope,  the  expense  of  building  would 
probably  work  out  rather  less. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Gunville  is  only  supplied  with  water  intermittently.  Carisbrooke 
This  is  very  unsatisfactory,  and  is  an  insanitary  condition.  %waUr 

You  asked  the  Newport  Corporation  to  provide  a  con¬ 
tinuous  supply,  but  they  have  informed  you  that  they 
cannot  see  their  way  to  carry  this  out. 

I  think  you  should  again  urge  them  to  provide  a  con¬ 
tinuous  supply  for  this  portion  of  the  parish  of  Carisbrooke. 

Under  the  existing  arrangement,  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  village  of  Carisbrooke  and  the  surrounding  area  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  Corporation  of  Newport,  all  the  pipes 
having  been  laid  by  them,  and  the  water  rents  being  col¬ 
lected  by  them  from  the  consumers,  and  they  are  under  no 
legal  obligation  to  extend  their  mains  to  portions  of  your 
district  where  you  require  water. 

This  is  an  anomalous  position  for  you  to  be  in,  and  it 
would  be  well  it  you  could  come  to  some  arrangement  to 
take  over  these  mains,  purchasing  the  water  which  you 
require  from  them  in  bulk.

The  Shanklin  Urban  District  Council  have  offered  to 
provide  you  with  water  for  the  village  of  Godshill  at  a 
schedule  to  be  arranged,  the  supply  to  be  taken  from  sub¬ 
sidiary  mains  which  will  be  laid  alongside  their  main  which 
passes  through  the  village  of  Godshill  on  its  way  from  Chiller- 
ton. 

At  the  request  of  the  Parish  Council,  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  sent  an  Inspector  to  inquire  into  the  deficiency 
of  water,  as  they  stated  that  it  had  not  been  available  at  the 
high  levels. 

At  the  time  of  the  Inspector’s  visit  this  appeared  to  be  in 
working  order. 

You  have  not  heard  further  from  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

You  have  purchased,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  the  Old  Park  Estate  Water  Supply, 
and  you  now  propose  to  supply  part  of  St.  Lawrence. 

You  propose  to  place  a  reservoir  on  the  high  ground 
near  High  Flat  with  the  object  of  supplying,  by  gravitation, 
the  parish  of  Niton  and  part  of  the  parish  of  Whitwell 
from  the  above  source. 

You  have  a  choice  of  two  supplies  for  the  parish  of  Shor¬ 
well,  the  one  by  means  of  a  reservoir  from  the  Shanklin 
Urban  District  Council’s  supply  at  Chillerton,  and  the  other 
from  a  spring  within  the  grounds  of  Northcourt  House. 

The  decision  in  the  matter  appears  to  be  largely  a  question 
of  finance,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  energetic  steps  will  be 
taken  to  provide  one  or  other  of  these  supplies  for  this 
parish. 
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A  portion  of  the  village  of  Chillerton  will  be  supplied  under  Chillerton 
the  agreement  between  Sir  Charles  Seely  and  the  Shanklin 
Urban  District  Council. 

I  understand  that  the  upper  part  of  the  village  will  also 
probably  be  supplied. 

You  are  in  negotiation  with  the  Shanklin  Urban  District  SouthArreton 
Council  as  to  a  supply  of  water  for  this  parish  from  their  main 
which  passes  Bohemia  Corner. 

An  independent  supply  of  water  is  needed  for  the  village 
of  Arreton,  and  should  you  obtain  water  from  this  source, 
you  will  also  be  able  to  supply  Merston. 

The  water  supply  which  has  been  provided  for  Cliale  has  Chale  water, 
been  found  to  be  quite  insufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
district.  You  have,  at  the  wish  of  the  Parish  Council,  made 
two  adits  at  the  existing  source  with  a  view  to  increasing  the 
supply. 

If  this  supply  is  not  materially  increased  by  these  works, 

I  should  strongly  recommend  you  to  abandon  any  further 
work  at  this  source  and  seek  an  auxiliary  supply  elsewhere. 

You  have  probably  two  other  sources  available,  and  the 
choice  of  those  will  probably  be  a  question  only  of  finance, 
but  the  need  for  an  increased  supply  is  becoming  a  matter 
of  urgency. 

For  Shalfleet  and  Freshwater  water  see  under  parishes. 


SEWERAGE. 

1  he  sewer  to  the  top  of  Staplers  Hill  has  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  connected  with  the  sewers  of  the  Newport 
Corporation. 
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The  extension  of  the  sewer  to  the  Convent  has  been 
delayed  due  to  your  being  unable  to  obtain  a  decision  from 
the  Newport  Corporation  as  to  the  terms  on  which  they 
would  allow  you  to  connect  this  sewer  with  their  system. 


This  agreement  appears  to  be  on  the  point  of  settlement, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  put  in  hand  at 
an  early  date. 


You  have  decided  to  sewer  the  village  of  Wroxall,  and 
have  instructed  an  engineer  to  draw  up  estimates  and  speci¬ 
fications  for  the  work,  the  sewage  to  be  conducted  to  tanks, 
then  over  land,  thereby  discharging  a  pure  effluent  into  the 
stream. 

The  fifth  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage 
Disposal,  which  was  issued  during  the  year,  states  that 
with  good  land  the  most  economical  method  of  procuring  a 
good  effluent  is  by  means  of  taking  the  sewage  over  land, 
that  is,  after  some  preliminary  treatment. 


In  the  case  of  Wroxall  it  is  very  essential  that  the  effluent 
should  be  a  very  pure  one. 


INSPECTORS  OF  NUISANCES. 


You  now  have  three  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  one  taking 
the  Western,  one  the  Central,  and  one  the  Eastern,  part  of 
the  district.  This  has  proved  a  much  more  satisfactory 
arrangement  than  the  old  way  of  employing  combined 
Inspectors  and  Road  Surveyors.

I  must  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Dover,  of  Tot- 
laiul  Bay,  for  again  kindly  furnishing  me  with  a  summary 
of  meteorological  observations  carried  out  at  Totland  Bay 
on  an  elevation  140  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea  and  600 
feet  from  the  edge  of  the  cliff,  and  to  Mr.  Yibert  of  the 
Grammar  »School,  Newport,  for  his  kindness  in  sending  me 
a  summary  of  observations  carried  out  at  an  elevation  of 
40  to  50  feet  above  sea-level,  and  about  4  miles  from  the 
coast.

Mr.  Yibert  informs  me  that  the  rainfall  for  1908  (23.24 
inches)  is  the  smallest  on  his  records,  which  date  from  1882, 
the  next  lowest  being  in  1887,  when  24.43  inches  fell,  while 
in  1892  27.97  inches  fell.  There  were  160  wet  days. 

December  was  the  wettest  month,  with  20  wet  days, 
June  being  the  dryest,  with  3  wet  days  only. 

The  maximum  temperature  was  on  the  4th  of  June, 
when  the  thermometer  reached  87.0°  Falir.,  the  minimum 
occurring  on  December  30tli  with  a  temperature  of  8°  Falir., 
which  is  the  lowest  registered  in  27  years,  the  next  lowest 
being  on  January  7tli,  1894,  namely,  9.5°  Falir. 
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Mr.  \  ibert  has  kindly  added  two  columns  to  show  hew 
last  year’s  monthly  rainfall  was  above  or  below  the  average. 

The  total  rainiall  at  Totland  Bay  was  21.68  inches,  as 
compared  with  27.52,  the  average  of  the  previous  22  years. 
There  were  160  wet  days.  December  was  the  wettest  month 
with  21  wet  days,  and  June  the  dryest  with  only  3  wet  days. 

The  maximum  temperature  was  in  June,  namely,  82.3, 
and  the  minimum  in  December  (16.1). 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  year  was  50.5. 

The  largest  amount  of  sunshine  was  registered  in  June, 
when  there  weie  297.6  hours.  In  that  month  there  was  not 
one  sunless  day. 

The  total  sunshine  for  the  year  was  1992.9  hours,  which 
was  considerably  above  the  average,  and  compared  favour¬ 
ably  with  Jersey  (2001),  Worthing  (1992),  Bognor  (1959), 
Southsea  (1949),  Ventnor  (1933),  Bournemouth  (1933), 
Guernsey  (1933),  Eastbourne  (1933),  Brighton  (1925). 

The  highest  barometric  pressure  was  in  February  (30.767), 
and  the  lowest  in  December  (28.835). 

The  mean  humidity  was  78.7.,  being  3  below  the  average. 

Your  district  possesses  a  climate  which  is  equable  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  largely  surrounded  by  sea,  which 
absorbs  heat  slowly  during  the  summer,  and  parts  with  it 
as  slowly  during  the  winter. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MIDKSHOPS. 

I  have  continued  throughout  the  year  to  make  personal 
inspections  of  many  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the 
district,  of  which  there  are  nearly  250,  and  this  refers  only 
to  those  milk-sellers,  who,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they 
send  out  milk,  are  obliged  to  be  registered  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order. 

There  are,  besides  these,  a  very  large  number  of  butter- 
makers,  and  also  small  dairymen,  who  only  oblige  their 
neighbours  by  the  sale  of  milk,  but  do  not  send  it  out,  and 
are,  therefore,  not  obliged  to  be  registered. 

The  question  of  a  pure  milk  supply  is  a  very  serious  and 
important  one,  and  occupies  a  very  prominent  place  in  the 
work  of  your  health  department  owing  to  the  large  number 
of  cowsheds  in  the  district. 

Your  inspectors  have  devoted  a  large  amount  of  time  to 
this  very  important  part  of  the  work,  and  many  distinct 
improvements  have  taken  place  in  the  matter  of  drainage, 
lighting,  cleaning,  and  water-supplies  of  cowsheds. 

To  ensure  a  pure  milk  supply,  it  is  necessary  to  have  not 
only  healthy  surroundings  for  the  cow,  but  it  is  also  essential 
that  the  cow  be  healthy.  It  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt 
that  tuberculosis  can  be  conveyed  from  a  diseased  cow,  by 
means  of  the  milk,  to  the  human  being. 

It  therefore  behoves  you  to  see  that  the  cows  in  your 
district  are  free  from  tuberculosis. 

To  obtain  this,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  all  cows 
examined  at  regular  intervals  by  a  veterinary  surgeon. 
This  would  involve  considerable  expense  to  you,  and,  as 
a  large  proportion  of  the  milk  from  your  district  is  conveyed 
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to  the  urban  districts  of  the  Island,  it  would  be  advisable 
for  you  to  arrange  with  the  various  urban  districts  and 
boroughs  to  combine  with  them  in  the  matter. 

I  should  suggest  that  you  approach  the  other  districts 
in  the  Island  with  a  view  to  a  meeting  being  arranged 
between  representatives  from  your  districts  and  from  the 
urban  districts  to  discuss  this  matter. 

Tuberculosis  can  also  be  conveyed  by  the  hands  of  a 
consumptive  milker  who  has  not  thoroughly  cleaned  his 
hands  before  milking. 


MIDWIVES. 

The  County  Council  delegated  their  duties  under  the 
Midwives  Act,  1902,  to  you  in  so  far  as  the  Rural  District  is 
concerned. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  day  of  April, 
1903. 

From  the  1st  day  of  April,  1905,  any  woman  became 
liable  to  a  penalty  who  took  or  used  the  title  of  midwife 
unless  she  were  certified  under  this  Act. 

Women  certified  under  this  Act  have  done  so  in  one  of 
two  ways  :  (1)  Those  who  have  passed  an  examination 

and  obtained  a  certificate  from  some  body  recognised  by  the 
Central  Midwives  Board,  who  are  the  Authority  for  the 
administration  of  the  Act  ;  (2)  Those  who,  at  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  were  able  to  produce  certificates  satisfactory  to 
the  Board  to  show  that  they  had  been  for  at  least  one  year 
in  bona  fide  practice  as  midwives,  and  bore  good  characters. 

But  in  the  meantime  the  full  application  of  the  Act  does 
not  take  place  until  April  1st,  1910,  when,  according  to  the 
Act,  ‘‘no  woman  shall  habitually  and  for  gain  attend  women 
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in  childbirth,  otherwise  than  under  the  direction  of  a 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  unless  she  be  certified  under 
this  Act.” 

In  other  words,  any  woman  can  at  present  act  as  a  mid¬ 
wife,  provided  that  she  does  not  use  the  title. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1908,  I  f  midwives  notified 
their  intention  to  practise  within  your  district,  !<•  of  them 
being  resident  within  the  district.  They  were  located  as 
follows  : — 

Bembridge,  Brading,  Carisbrooke,  Freshwater,  Kingston, 
Mottistone,  Newchurch,  St.  Lawrence,  Totland,  Yarmouth, 
Cowes,  Newport,  Sandown,  Lake. 

The  one  resident  at  Mottistone  has  ceased  to  practise, 
and  no  one  has  registered  in  her  place. 

I  have  made  surprise  visits  upon  all  of  these,  and  in  all 
cases  have  found  everything  clean  and  in  good  order.  In 
the  case  of  one  of  the  midwives  who  was  registered  under 
the  bona  fide  clause,  she  did  not  comply  with  the  rules 
of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  in  so  far  as  she  was  obliged 
to  keep  certain  instruments  and  apparatus.  This  was  due 
to  ignorance  of  the  rules.  By  means  of  help  from  her 
daughter  in  so  far  as  the  keeping  of  a  register  is  concerned, 
and  instruction  as  to  the  necessary  requirements,  the  matter 
is  now  on  a  satisfactory  footing. 

I  propose,  during  the  year  1909,  to  institute  inquiries  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  midwives  who  now  practise  without 
being  certified,  and  who  will,  therefore,  have  to  be  stopped 
in  April,  1910. 

An  excellent  association  of  ladies  exists,  termed  the  Isle 
of  Wight  Rural  Midwifery  and  Nursing  Association,  who 
send  women  to  be  trained  as  midwives,  with  a  view  to  their 
acting  in  the  rural  districts  as  combined  midwives  and 


district  nurses.  It  is  an  unsatisfactory  combination  from 
the  health  point  of  view,  but,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
impossible  for  a  midwife  to  make  a  living  by  midwifery  alone, 
one  is  compelled  to  make  the  best  of  it. 

It  necessitates  great  care  being  taken  by  midwives  when 
called  to  nursing  cases  which  can  in  any  way  be  regarded  as 
infectious. 

We  are,  unfortunately,  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  regard 
to  disinfection  owing  to  the  want  of  a  steam  disinfector  for 
the  disinfection  of  midwives’  clothes  after  having  been  in 
contact  with  any  case  of  an  infectious  nature. 


SCHOOLS. 

I  have  to  thank  the  County  Education  Committee  for 
notices  sent  by  the  head-teachers  of  schools  relative  to  both 
notifiable  and  lion-notifiable  diseases.  Several  schools  have 
been  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  lowered  atten¬ 
dance  due  to  epidemics.  For  other  information  regarding 
schools  see  under  parishes. 


THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  work  under  this  Act  has  been  much  more  efficiently 
carried  out  than  in  previous  years,  and  it  is  very  satisfactory 
to  find  that  no  gross  cases  of  negligence,  or  breach  of  the 
law,  have  occurred.  Most  of  the  workshops  in  your  district 
are  small,  and  the  number  of  employees  is  small. 

As  regards  matters  notified  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories, 
the  only  matter  has  been  a  failure  to  affix  Abstract  of  Factory 
Act,  but  this  has  at  once  been  complied  with  whenever 
instructed.

A  considerable  nuisance  was  caused  by  sewage  accumu¬ 
lating  at  the  mouth  of  the  old  outfall  sewer  at  Swains,  Pane 
End.  This  sewer  has  now  been  repaired,  and  the  nuisance 
abated. 

Bembridge  is  a  health  resort  much  frequented  in  summer, 
and  has  a  water  supply  from  the  Bagshot  Sands,  the  well 
being  600  feet  dee]). 

The  old  supply,  from  the  Bembridge  limestone,  is  still 
available  if  required. 

The  present  supply  has  a  large  percentage  of  iron  in  it, 
which  has  been  diminished  to  a  considerable  extent  by 
passing  the  water  over  coke  filters  in  duplicate. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  at  the  Coast  Guard 
Station  in  June,  and,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Admiralty 
surgeon,  I  was  permitted  to  inspect  the  drainage,  which 
appeared  to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

The  children  had  been  eating  cockles  from  the  outfall 
sewer  at  the  point  which  has  now  been  extended. 
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Both  mixed  and  infants’  schools  were  closed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  due  to  measles,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  due  to  scarlet  fever. 

In  June,  at  the  request  of  one  of  the  medical  practitioners, 
I  visited  several  doubtful  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  were  cases  of  German 
measles,  orRotheln,  which,  in  the  early  stage,  very  closely 
imitate  scarlet  fever. 

Five  new  houses  have  been  added  to  the  parish  during 
the  year.

The  villages  of  Calbourne,  Locks  Green,  Newtown,  and 
Porchfield  are  all  supplied  with  water  from  the  Reading 
Beds,  the  water  being  pumped  up  to  reservoirs  by  means 
of  a  wind-engine  for  the  supply  of  the  lrgher  parts. 
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Some  parts  of  the  district  have  not  been  supplied  with 
water,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Parish  Council,  a  Local 
Government  Board  Inspector  visited  the  neighbourhood, 
and  made  careful  inquiries  into  the  existing  state  of  affairs. 
At  the  time  of  this  visit  water  was  available  at  the  highest 
parts  of  the  district,  but  since  then  complaint  has  again 
been  made  of  insufficiency  of  supply. 

The  wind-engine  is  so  placed  that  it  is  protected  by  a 
broad  belt  of  trees  and  rising  ground  from  the  prevailing 
wind,  and  at  the  wish  of  the  Parish  Council  you  are  about 
to  discuss  the  question  of  providing  a  suction  gas-engine  in 
place  of  the  wind-engine. 

You  would  probably  achieve  the  same  result  by  raising 
the  wind-engine  a  height  of  30  extra  feet  to  enable  it  to  be 
above  the  neighbouring  trees. 

The  Calbourne  school  was  closed  early  in  the  year  owing 
to  measles,  and  shortly  after  owing  to  influenza  and  the 
need  of  thorough  cleansing.
